Brownstown, which received its name 
from General Jacob Brown who was 
«, distinguished officer in the w a r of 
1812. 
As to the agricultural advantage, I 
the county r a n k s among the foremost 
of the state. 
As early as 1830 the 
settlers raised more produce than they 
needed for their own 
consumption 
and shipped it to Ohio and Kentucky. 
This was done by means of large flat 
boats and 
by overland wagons, but 
after the completion of the B. A O. 
railroad, the trade of the county was ; 
carried on more largely with the Cin­ 
cinnati markets. 
The fact that there 
has been a constant increase in popu­ 
lation, as well as in the surplus pro­ 
ducts of the county, shows that its 
agriculture is in an improving con­ 
dition. 
Jackson county contains about 520 
square miles and has a population of 
over 27, OOO, 
l a t h e county there are! 
about 650 miles of improved public) 
roads Over 500 miles of these roads 
are improved with crushed stone and 
gravel, 
which is obtained from the 
gravel deposits of White river. 
There 
are only ten 
miles of road 
in this 
county built of limestone. 
The report 
states th a t about all the 
timber is 
gone, but the agricultural wealth has i 
increased a b o u t 50 per cent during the 
last twelve o r fifteen years. 
It is es­ 
timated that the county produced in 
1907 over 1,500,000 bushels of corn. 1 
>51,OOO bushels of wheat, 29,140 bush­ 
els of tomatoes and 27,100 bushels of 
potatoes. 
There 
are five different 
kinds of soil in the county, the most 
being of the “ Knobstone” of which 
are 290 sq u are miles* The soil in the 
vicinity 
of 
Seymour is of 
a fine 
texture, and the regular crops which 
are raised elsewhere in the county are 
produced with fair success on this 
soil. 
It is shown that stock raising

A black iron m onster, with reversi­ 
ble front and a corridor extending from 
end to end and com m unicating with the 
cars it draw s— such is the general ap­ 
pearance of the fam ous electric loco­ 
motive. 
In non-technical language,

w riter in the Review of Review s, it 
consists of a ninety-five-ton engine on 
four driving axles, the motive power 
being produced d irectly without in ter­ 
m ediate gearing, from a powerful elec­ 
tric motor, developing 
a capacity 
of 
2,(XKI horse-power, which can be in­ 
creased to 3,000. 
T h e method is by the 
third rail, a section of six m iles in the 
open country west of Schenectady hav­ 
ing been equipped especially for th is 
trial by the General E lectric Company, 
which also furnished the power for the 
tests. 
’The third rail was protected by 
a woollen hood, so th at no one could 
reach it unless he tried. 
At crossings or other places where 
the third rail was interrupted the mo­ 
tive power w as supplied by connection 
with an overhead Wire, a trolley from 
the locomotive m eeting at these points 
by means of a pneum atic device con­ 
trolled by the engineer. 
The fram e of 
the locom otive is of steel, which acts 
also as part of the m agnetic circuit for 
the motors. 
In the test at Schenectady 
the center of the cab was taken up by 
a set of recording instrum ents showing 
speed, voltage, consumption of current, 
how curves are taken and various oth­ 
er qualities of the locomotive. 
When 
in use hauling train s, however, th is 
space will be occupied by a heating ap­ 
paratus. 
According to law, there must be two 
men on the locom otive— the m aster en­ 
gineer and a helper, who will take tile 
place of the old-tim e fireman.

poisoned by the acetanilid or antipyrin, 
la s suddenly ceased to beat before its 
time will look at the matter from an­ 
ither point of xiew entirely. 
During the Spanish war numbers of 
prould-be recruits were rejected because 
lf a weak heart, and in the epidem ic 
pf pneumonia which ravaged the coun­ 
try recently an unusual number of 
(oaths occur ref! from failure of the 
heart to m eet the adder! strain. 
Although various causes have doubt­ 
less been at work to weaken the hearts 
lf the present generation, there can 
he no question that one potent in flu- 
w ee has been the indiscrim inate use 
if headache powders. 
In all cases of habitual headache re­ 
w irin g periodically a physician m ust, 
if course, be consulted, that he m ay 
Iud the cause—e 3Te strain, disease of 
the ears, nose, stomach or other more 
listant organs— and remove It, if pos- 
dble. 
But the separate attacks 
of 
headache have to be relieved If severe, 
md in these cases it is better not to re­ 
tort to drugs unless the drugs are taken 
ander the sjiecial guidance of a phvsi- 
dan. 
In the congestive headache, marked 
|y throbbing and made worse by stoop­ 
ing or lying down, a cold towel or an 
Ice bag applied to the head, a hot w ater 
hag to the spine, a mustard foot hath 
—one or m ore—w ill often give relief 
when many drugs foil. 
In the amende form 
of 
headache 
narked by pallor, iii which the pain 
hi made less severe by lying down. 
Bossage of the head or tho application 
lf warm cloths to the head and face 
will often be found grateful. 
A threat- 
w ed bilious headache may som etimes 
Ie warded off by a dose of epsom salts. 
is may other headaches due to “auto­ 
intoxication,” and one due to overuse 
lf the eyes or eye strain will usually, 
tf taken at the moment of the first 
warning, be arrested or m itigated by 
dosing the book and going for a walk.

The Aztecs of old were not 
only 
great soldiers, but also diligent culti­ 
vators of the soil, and had acquired 
considerable proficiency iii agriculture, 
although they had no horses, oxen or 
other anim als of draft. 
To tins day 
the men carn their living chicily as 
day laborers in the fields now owned 
by the Mexicans. 
The staple product now, as of yore. 
is the maize, and next to it the maguey 
or agave, the sweet sap of which is tile 
principal m aterial for the famous M ex­ 
ican pulque. 
Some species are cult! 
▼ated as vegetables, others for tile sake 
o f their leaves, which yield a strong 
fiber that can be woven into fabrics. 
Hence tile saying that tile agave sup­ 
plies the people with drink, fond and 
clothing. 
The 
men 
have little am bi­ 
tion to excel in handicraft. 
Farriery 
and carpentry are 
aland 
the 
only 
trades they care to take up. 
In 
tin* 
cities they work tis porters, carriers or 
peddlers in a small way. 
Like all southern Indians, their com ­ 
plexion is of a ruddy chocolate brown 
and they are not particularly good-look­ 
ing. 
Most of tin* wonton now 
have 
large hands and feet, probably the in­ 
heritance of generations of hard work­ 
ers. 
And they are strong. 
In tilt* wan* 
house of a w ine merchant an 
Aztec 
porter was seen to take* a cask of claret 
on his back and carry it quite a d is­ 
tance. 
Tin* load certainly weighed not 
less than 400 iHuinds aud no w hite man 
would have thought of lifting it. 
The law requires the people in the 
cities to forsake the Indian breechcloth 
and poncho and assume the regulation 
garb of the poor working cla s s o f M on 
leo— the wide, loose trousers of cotton 
cloth or m anta, with jacket to m atch- - 
but the breechcloth is worn outside of 
the trousers and thereby replaces the 
civilized suspenders.

The peculiar business methods 
of 
oriental m erchants nre illustrated by 
the manner of buying rubies in Burma, 
says tin* Jew elers’ Circular Weekly. In 
tile exam ination of rubies artificial light 
is not used, the merchants holding that 
full sunlight alone can bring out the 
color and brilliancy of the gems. 
Sales 
must, therefore, take place between ii a. 
rn. and 3 p. rn., and the sky must be 
clear. 
The purchaser, placed near a window, 
has before him a large copper plate. 
The sellers come to him one by one and 
each emntles upon this plate his little 
bag of rubies. 
T he purchaser proceeds 
to arrange them for valuation in a num ­ 
ber of small heaps. 
The first division 
is into three grades, according to size; 
each of these pil<*s is again divided in­ 
to tlm*o groups, according to shope. 
Tho bright copper plate has a curious 
list*. 
The sunlight reflected 
from 
it 
through the stone brings out with true 
rubles a color effect different from that 
with red spinels and tourmalines, w h ich 
are thus easily separated. 
The buyer and seller then go through 
a very peculiar method of bargaining 
by signs or rather grins, in perfect si­ 
lence. 
After agreeing upon the fair­ 
ness of the classification, they join their 
right hands, covered with a handker­ 
chief or the flap of a garment, and by 
grips nm! pressures mutually under­ 
stood among all

On the morning of Jan. 19 
M arshall picked up from the race of 
the m ill a small piece of yellow metal 
w eighing about seventeen grains. 
It 
was heavier than silver, was m allea­ 
ble, and in every 
respect 
resembled 
gold. 
T he men wild it was not gold, 
but M arshall tested it w ith nitric ad d 
and found that it w as. 
He 
found 
pieces like It in all the surrounding 
gulches wherever he dug for it. The 
news of the discovery spread, but no 
report o f it was published until April, 
when Sutter’s mill became the center 
of attraction. 
The nam e of the place 
was soon changed to Coloma, or Col- 
luma, from a tribe of Indians living in 
the neighborhood, arid prospectors who 
gathered there soon scattered in every 
direction. 
By June the d seovery had 
extended to all the forks of the Ameri­ 
can river. 
This was the beginning of 
the rush to that region.— Chicago News.

up like scallops treated w ith saleratus.

An Immense business, indeed, 
ay be conducted by a firm of two, 
tree or five partners, but thc*re is man- 
estly a limit to the expansion of part- 
jrsliip wu addition to Its other disad­ 


vantages, and practically all great bus! 
ness, such as has become necessary iu 
modern commerce, is possible only by 
combining the capital of a hundred or 
a thousand or ten thousand Investors 
iii a single company. 
A partner has unlimited liability. A 
stockholder 
has lim ited liability. 
A 
partnership expires by limitation, while 
a eoi'iMiration goes on forever; death 
does not disturb the continuity of its 
existence. 
The share of a partner in 
a business is not easily disposed of. 
It 
has no defined market 
value. 
The 
shares in a corporation can be readily 
used as collateral for a loan iii ease 
ready looney D desired. 
A corpora­ 
tion reduces the risks of business as 
well as provides a more effective instru­ 
ment for carrying it on. 
These lire some of the advantages of 
a stock company. T hese advantages ar" 
so great that they are causing an al­ 
most universal transform ation of part­ 
n ersh ip into stock companies In every 
branch of business. 
But there are some 
disadvantages and drawbacks attending 
the stock company.

I ira neb of it under ids immediate con­ 
trol, and is in constant consultation 
with Ids partners as to the jioliey of 
the entire enterprise. 
There is thus 
im mediate control of the business b.v 
men who own it. 
In a company this 
is all chang<*d. 
The men who control 
the business may not have any share 
in it, or may have lint a small interest 
in it. 
There may be hundreds or thou­ 
sands of stockholders who have never 
entered the offices of the com pany; have 
never si ■en its factories nnd plant, and 
who know nothing about it save what 
they have read in the annual reports, if 
any are issued. 
This has resulted iii trusteeing the 
hulk of the wealth of the world. 
Tho 
great busiess enterprises are now car­ 
ried on by directors and trustees.

working of the Department of Agricul­ 
ture and Technical Instruction in Ir e ­ 
land, says the Montreal Family Herald, 
Tile commission determined to examine 
the officials of the department, 
tin 
heads of agricultural bodies, private 
individuals and all who could give ev­ 
idence concerning the working of the 
department and the methods best cal­ 
culated to carry out the intention of 
the statute. 
Mr. Dryden exprew ed him self as be­ 
ing favorably disappointed with tho ag­ 
ricultural possibilities of ireland, and 
declares that as a paying proposition 
he would rather have his farm there 
than in Ontario. 
“I do not think,” said 
he, “that it would he easy to find a 
lietter agricultural district of its size 
titan that found in Ireland, if one de­ 
ducts two areas, that of the peat bog 
district, whence is secured the {leat 
which takes the place of much of the 
coal and tim ber for fuel, and what is 
termed the congested district— hardly 
expressive of the real condition, for it 
is but sparsely settled. 
It is situate 
on the w est coast, and Is mountainous, 
rugged and stony— the little patches of 
tillable soil having to be worked with 
a spade, as It is impossible to use m a­ 
chinery. 
‘T h e balance of the country 
com­ 
pares very favorably with any other 
agricultural district I know of. 
Sonic 
of the grass land is m agnificent and 
the clim ate is lacking in extrem es. 
It 
will, In my Judgment, grow alm ost any­ 
thing. 
“For som e years practically no a t­ 
tention has h(H*n paid to the organiza­ 
tion of the agricultural classes. 
They 
have carried on their work as their fa­ 
thers did Is‘fore them, a good m any of 
tim holdings are sm all, and as a result 
tile l>est w as never brought out of it.”

A short tim e ago a New York firm 
undertook an unusual 
contract.

out the contract. 
It even engaged serv­ 
ants. 
Dinner was ready to he served 
when tin- owner first stepped Into the 
completed house. 
The house mentioned had been start­ 
ed by an architect aud the usual suc­ 
cession of decorators, furnishers and 
other purveyors was to follow. 
But 
the 
owner, 
who was a sem i-invalid, 
turned the whole contract over to this 
firm. 
Though 
plans, 
drawings 
and 
samples were shown to the owner, the 
whole work was completed without his 
supervision, for he was absent. 
The contract amounted to $99,000 
and the result was entirely satisfac­ 
tory. 
Such details as harmonizing the 
coloring of the china with the tone of 
the dining room and attending to the 
positions and the color of the pictures 
Were carefully worked out. 
The cost 
of this undertaking exactly matched 
the sum set aside for it. 
The same firm moved a hank Into 
temporary quarters over Sunday, built 
a new building, Attid it with vaults, 
furniture 
and furnishings 
of 
every 
kind, even to inkstands and pen racks, 
and mov*‘d back the books, records and 
other paraphernalia 
again over Sun­ 
day—exactly thirty days later.

total cost of this contract was $12,000 


HOW FA R CAN W E GO H I E A R T H f 


Foal Shaft 0,000 Feet Deep I* Not 
Considered Possible. 
A much debated question of Interest 
both to miner and general public, is, 
how deep is it possible to go below the 
earth’s surface? asks Public Opinion. 
In a few years the consumption of coat 
will make necessary either much lower 
levels than those reached to-day, or else 
the invention of some, new fuel. 
Ac­ 
cording 
to a recent 
article in “Die 
W oehe,” of Berlin, there is little hope 
of the form er expedient, the German 
paper coming to the follow ing conclu­ 
sions : 
Among m iners the general opinion is 
that it Is possible to go to great depths 
below the surface of the e a r th ; the 
development of a shaft as deep as 9,000 
feet is not considered Impossible, and 
the only difficulty Is thought to be the 
perfection o f machinery to bring up 
the mined product. 
But if we look at 
this question carefully we com e to the 
conclusion that It Is absolutely Impos­ 
sible to work at a depth of "9,000 feet, 
not because of the difiiculty in dispos­ 
ing o f tile mined product, but for two 
other reasons: 
First, breathing would 
be ImpossI ble^becauso-of-the air pres- 
sure, and, second, the great heat could 
not be tolerated. 
There are now" sev­ 
eral m ines of much less depth than 
9,000 feet In which the workmen can 
remain only ten minutes at a tim e, and 
then they m ust be relieved by other 
shifts. 
Indeed, It Is quite possible to 
calculate beforehand the effect which 
would be produced by a m ine 9,000 feet 
In depth. 
A m ass of air which at the surface 
had a temperature of 59 degrees F ah­ 
renheit, at a depth of 9,000 feet would 
have a temperature of 92 degrees sim ­ 
ply In virtue of Its weight. 
In addition 
to this, there would be tile effect of the 
heat of the earth itself. 
Recent obser­ 
vations In t ie Bendigo mine, In the 
State of Victoria, In Australia, which 
has re ach iii a maximum depth of 2,925 
feet, show that up to 420 feet the tem ­ 
perature Increases 1.8 degrees Fahren­ 
heit for every 102 feet, up to I,ITO feet 
1.8 degri*es Fahrenheit for every 2141 
feet, up to 1,575 feet; this advance is 
noted for every 270 feet, to a depth of 
2,070 feet for every 246 feet, to 2,430 
feet for every 222 feet, and finally when 
we reach 2,925 feet the temperature 
rises 1.8 degrees Fahrenheit for every 
102 feet. 
From these figures it is clear 
that tile increase is uneven, the differ­ 
ences being due to tile dissim ilarity of 
the different strata at different depths. 
In the deepest portion of the Bendigo 
mine the temperature is 104 degrees 
Fahrenheit, but there are 
m ines 
in 
which the temperature increases much 
m on1 rapidly. 
The usual plan is to fix 
the increase at 1.8 degrees Fahrenheit 
for every ninetyfcnlne feet and, accord­ 
ing to this rate, a depth of 9,000 feet 
would mean a temperature of 221 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, or such that a man 
could not live.”

The great Luxembourg arch vvdlI not 
hold the world’s record for masonry 
bridges much longer.

closely by the Italian bridge near Mor- 
begno upon the Colieo-Soadrlo Hallway 
at I>inibardy, erected by the Adriatic 
Railway Company. 
A third competitor 
now relegates them to the second and 
third places In the list uml assum es tile 
first iii Its own right. 
The new structure is in course of 
•‘oustruction a t Plauen, In Saxony, and 
has a span of 295 find. 
The revised 
list of a few of tin* largest exam ples 
of existing stone arch bridges given for 
the purpose of comparison, will stand 
as in the following table:
